Jackson, in his correspondence with Mv. Snith, 
io be “ Highiy Indecorous and Insoient.” Even 
this Was not considered sufficient; a bill, em- 
powering the president “ to send out of the coun. 
try ottending Foreign Ministers ” was proposed, 
and .a progress through the same House. Should 
the House of Representatives adopt the passions 
end irritation of the American Government as 
cordially as the Senate appears to have done, 
cage 8 little doubt of this extraordinary Bill 
passing, and of the president’s having put ic in 
torce azainst the Boitish Minister ; without even 
waiting tor the formality of his recal, in compli- 
ance with the demand which Mr. Pinkney was 
instructed to inake to our governinent. This res. 
olution created no discussion inthe Senate ; the 
nover was the only person whospoke on the oe- 
casion. 

It was a prevailing opinion at the seat of the 
Legislature, that in ihe course of the Session 
some mmeasures of a hostile character, with re- 
spect both to Great-Britain andFrance, would be 
p.o dosed to Congress. 

The annual Report on the American Finances 
was laid before Congress on the 9th ult. Tt dis- 
closes some facts jittie adapted to inspire com- 
plete confidence in that system of policy, which 
the ruling party has imposed upon that country 
for these two vears past. L ke the old goverii- 
ment of Europe, the Americans are making a 
beginning towards anational debt, exclusive of 
that contracted in establishing their indepen- 
dence. The expences of the year 19/9 are ad- 
mitted to have exceeded the revenues to the a- 
mount of nearly one million three hundred thou- 
sant| dollars. Tieceficit for the ensuing year 
is calculated at three millions, to provide acainst 
which, as well as to discharge that of the prece- 
ding year, loans are suggested. To def ay the 
ihere sts of these, an immediate and considerable 
increase of the existing duties is stated to be ne- 
cessary ; and it ts at the same time thrown out, 
that im case ofa farther defalcation, occasioned 
bva maritime war, it will, probably, be neces- 
sary to resort, either directly or indirectly, to 
internal taxation. 

But the niost important part of this document 
relates to the Non-Intercourse Act. The inad- 
equacy of this measure, to the object it had in 
view, 15 declared, and the alternative is suggest- 
ed of rei stating it inits original rigour, (that is, 
to abolish the coasting trade, and prohibit expor- 
tation by land,) or removing entirely all its re- 
strictions, so far as they affect, the commerce 
and navigation of America.
